Worst Battles Ahead, He 
Asserts—Subsidies and 
Taxes Needed ‘to Hold 
the Line. 


DENOUNCES NEW 
WAGE DEMANDS 


War Mobilization Direc- 
tor Says ‘No Group Has 
Right to Hold Political 


Pistol’ on Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
Americans,. having shown the 
world how to mobilize quickly for 


war, must now beat down a threat 
ef inflation with the same dispatch 
or risk an unstable future, War 
Mobilization Director James F. 
Byrnes declared last night. 

Byrnes, in a Pearl Harbor anni- 
versary radio speech, mixed high 
praise for the job done in two 
years with warnings that: 

1—Government subsidies, at- 
tacked in Congress, must be main- 
tained or food prices will leap 
7 per cent. 

2—Efforts of “pressure groups” 
to jam through wage increases vio- 
lating the hold-the-line’ policy 
against inflation must cease. The 
Government must say to the wield- 
ers of such “political pistols,” that 
they must “lay that pistol down.” 

3—Greater savings and greater 
taxes are imperative. 

Menace to Stability. 

“The prospect of a stable, peace- 
ful and prosperous America is far 
from bright simply because the 
American people apparently do not 
realize the supreme importance of 
holding the line against inflation,” 
Byrnes said. 

The unity displayed by the four 
great Allied nations in their con- 
ferences just completed should in- 
spire unity at home, Byrnes as- 
serted, and he added: 

“Tl know the power of the lead- 
ers of labor, agriculture and indus- 
try. I also’ know their patriotism. 
I appeal to them to exercise their 
great influence in support of the 
wise restraints we have imposed 
upon ourselves. I appeal to them 
to help their government hold the 
line so that we will not lose the 
peace while our boys win the 
war.” 

Byrnes said he was happy to 
announce for the benefit of Hitler 
and Hirohito that our “150,000th 
airplane came off the assembly 
line today,” that results of full 
mobilization have been tremen- 
dous. 

“But we cannot afford to rest 
on our oars,” he warned. 

Critical Days Ahead. 

The most critical and the bloodi- 
est battles of the war are ahead 
of us, he said, and “this is not 
the time for us to take our eye 
off the target.” 

Byrnes said that war and navy 
review boards, working with his 
office, have been able to eliminate 
or reduce certain programs by 
“the staggering amount of $16,- 
000,000,000," but this, he added, 
should not be construed as reason 
for any letdown. 

“There is not the _ slightest 
ground for believing that the cut- 
backs in our production program 
or any other possible economies 
will relieve the urgent need for 
greater savings and greater taxes 
in the near future.” 

“We obviously have failed to 
adopt a tax program adequate for 
our war needs,” he said, without 


CONGRESS VOTES 
ITS ‘GRATITUDE’ TO 
WRIGHT BROTHERS 


Tribute Toned Down, How- 
ever, After Clark Calls Air- 


plane Curse to Humanity. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
Congressional action was completed 
yesterday on a resolution formally 
recognizing the Wright brothers’ 
historic flight at Kitty Hawk, N. 
C.—a resolution to which Senator 
Clark (Dem.), Missouri, objected 
with the assertion that the event 
probably was “the greatest disas- 
ter that has ever happened to man- 
kind.” 

The resolution notes that Dec. 
17 is the fortieth anniver of 
the Wright brothers’ flight and ex- 
presses the nation’s “gratitude and 
respect for this signal and astound- 
ing contribution to the progress 
of the world.” It directs that an 
engrossed copy be sent to the sur- 
viving brother, Orville Wright of 
Dayton, O. 

The House accepted Senate 
amendments which struck out pre- 
ambles, including one reading: 
“Whereas this achievement of the 
Wright brothers has been of in- 
calculable value to mankind.” 
Senator Clark had objected to the 
phrase, asserting, in effect, that 
the airplane has been a curse in- 
stead of a blessing. 7 


SENATE GROUP APPROVES RISE 
IN LIQUOR TAX, CUTS OTHERS 


Changes in Excises Estimated to 
Reduce Anticipated New 
Revenue 112 Million. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP), — 
The Senate Finance Committee to- 
day ratified the House-approved 
increase in the Federal liquor tax 
from $6 to $9 a proof gallon, but 
whittled down other excise rates 
in the pending tax bill. 

The changes were estimated to 
amount to a net loss of 112 million 
dollars in anticipated new revenue. 
Pending other expected revisions, 
the prospective additional yield 
from the 1943 revenue bill stood 
at about $2,028,000,000, against a 
$2,140,000,000 estimated total when 
it passed the House, 

Committee decisions, of course, 
are subject to Senate approval or 
rejection when the bill goes to the 
floor in another week or 10 days.

Campaigner for Womenin War Jobs 
Quits Hers to Care for Her Children 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
A working mother who has con- 
ducted 27 nationwide campaigns to 
persuade women to take war jobs 
now is resigning her own war job 
because she says lack of commu- 
nity services means “definite neg- 
lect of my two children.” 

Dorothy Ducas, who as chief of 
the magazine bureau of the Office 
of War Information inspired many 
magazine covers and hundreds of 
articles extolling war-working 
women, said in an interview today 
that “to work to win the war but 
let children grow up as bad citi- 
zens to inherit the earth doesn’t 
make sense.” 

“Women wouldn’t need to neg 
lect their children,” she said, “if 
the whole community felt it im- 
portant to help women do war jobs. 
But the communities don’t feel it 


important and do nothing to make 
it possible for women to work.” 

“Juvenile delinquency is not just 
a slum district problem,” she as- 
serted. “It’s a middle class prob- 
lem now. My children have enough 
to eat and wear, good shelter and 
reasonably intelligent, interested 
parents, yet without proper super- 
vision what is harmless mischief 
now can turn into serious delin- 
quency.” 

She suggested “Saturday clubs” 
with planned programs of interest 
to children under the direction of 
proper supervisors as a community 
solution for part of the problem of 
working mothers. 

“IT am tired of the kudos going 
to people doing fancy jobs,” she 
remarked. “Women doing the dirty 
jobs don't get any glory at all.”

The broadcast said the 
Cairo communique “can be 
summed up in these words: It is 
a complete agreement on the prob- 
lems of war and peace.” 

The communique was reported 
to have started a whirlwind of 
diplomatic activity in Sofia. The 
Budapest radio said the Bulgarian 
Prime Minister had received the 
Turkish Ambassador to Bulgaria 
and then called a Cabinet meeting. 

Many persons in Sofia expect

HOLIDAY FURLOUGHS LIMITED

Dispatches reported that about 
1700 tanks had been huried into a 
marrow sector west of Kiev by 
Field Marshal Fritz von Mannstein. 
The communique asserted the 
Nazis lost 53 of their tanks and 
left at least 1500 dead on the field 
of battle. 

Nazis Report Crimea Gain. 

(The German high command re- 
ported that Rumanian cavalry had 
won back the bridgehead area es- 
tablished by the Russians south 
of Kerch in the Crimea, wiping 
out the landing troops in a three- 
day battle and taking 2000 prison- 
ers. The Reds also had established 
a bridgehead northeast of the city, 
and the Nazis said relief attacks 
launched from there failed to 
check the Rumanian success to the 
south.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
United States carrier task forces 
which attacked the Marshall Is- 
lands Dec. 4 sank six enemy ves- 
sels, damaged four others and de- 
stroyed at least 72 enemy planes, 
the Navy announced today. 

In a communique released simul- 
taneously here and at Pearl Har- 
bor, the Navy said the task forces, 
in attacking enemy installations 
fon Kwajalein and Wotje atolls, 
sank two light cruisers, one oiler 
and three cargo transports and 
damaged one troop transport and 
three cargo transports, 

Seventy-two planes were de- 
stroyed in the air and our forces 
strafed and burned an undeter- 
mined number of medium bomb- 
ers on the ground, 

Various ground installations 
were destroyed or damaged on 
Kwajalein, Wotje, Ebeye and Roi 
islands. 

One United States ship suffered 
minor damage, Our aircraft losses 
were light. 

The communique said the car- 
rier forces, under command of R. 
Adm, Charles A. Pownal, “success- 
fully fought off vigorous prolonged 
aerial and torpedo and bombing 
attacks. Of one group of seven 
torpedo planes, six were destroyed 
by antiaircraft fire.”

JAPS PUT OWN PACIFIC WAR 
LOSSES AT ‘ABOUT’ 150,000 


Tokyo Radio Lists U. S. Casualties 
as 277,000, British as 
128.0 


LONDON, Dec. 8 (AP).--Jap- 
anese military and naval losses in 
the two years of war against the 
United States and Britain have 
been “about” 159,000 men, against 
277,000 for the Americans and 
122,000 for the British in the same 
period, a Tokyo radio communique 
said today. 

(On Dec. 2 Washington an- 
nounced the war to date had cost 
the United States 126,969 casual- 
ties, 27,481 of them killed in ac- 
tion.) 

The Japanese communique also 
claimed the Japanese Navy sank 
18 Allied battleships, 27 carriers, 
92 cruisers, 79 destroyers, 107 sub- 
marines. It claimed as damaged 
18 Allied battleships, 12 carriers, 
56 cruisers, 47 destroyers, 32 sub- 
marines and scores of other ships. 
It lHsted the Japanese losses as 
one battleship, two carriers, three 
cruisers, 11 submarines.

Cairo Speculation. 


Cairo was flooded with rumors. 
Some quarters believed a full-scale 
Allied Balkans campaign now is 
planned for the future with the as- 
surance that Turkey will co-oper- 
ate directly or in some degree fa- 
cilitate a drive against this back 
door to Hitler’s Europe. 

The best guess in Cairo—and 
it was a guess based on some 
supporting information—was that 
Turkey would not actively enter 
the war in the near future, un- 
less a direct cause was given by 
Germany. 

The sober fact geemed to he 
that Turkey is near sizable Ger- 
man ground forces and air fields 
and that it would need Allied help 
if it should abandon its neutrality. 

High British quarters took cog- 
nizance of a Stockholm report that 
German and Bulgarian troops were 
massing along the Turkish border, 
and stated flatly there was no con- 
firmation for this report. 


Hopkins at Conference. 


British Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden and Harry Hopkins, 
chairman of the British-American 
Munitions Assignments Board and 
President Roosevelt’s adviser, at- 
tended the conferences. The Tur- 
kish delegation contained no mill- 
tary chiefs. 

(An Associated Press dispatch 
from Ankara, written Dec. 4, but 
not relayed until last night, said 
that Inonu had gone to the con- 
ference “prepared to discuss all 
angles of Turkey’s new relation- 
ship with the Allies and to the 
war.” The dispatch declared that 
“there seems little doubt that the 
conference ig in preparation for 
Turkish entry into the war, al- 
though military action may still be 
delayed for a couple of months.”)

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP), — 
President Roosevelt has proclaimed 
Jan. 1 as a national day of prayer 
for “strength and guidance for the 
problems of widening warfare and 


for the responsibilities of increas- 
ing victory.” 

The text of the proclamation, 
made public today by the White 
House, follows: 

“At the end of the year 1943, 
which has not only made manifest 
the devotion and courage of our 
nation’s sons but has also crowned 
their efforts.with brilliant success 
on every battlefront, it is fitting 
that we set aside a day of prayer 
to give thanks to Almighty God 
for His constant providence over 
us in every hour of national peace 
and national peril. 

“At the beginning of the new 
year 1944, which now lies before 
us, it is fitting that we pray to 
be preserved from false pride of 
accomplishment and from wilful 


neglect of the last ses of pub- 


lic and private sacrifice necessary 
to attain final victory and peace. 

“May we humbly seek strength 
and guidance for the problems of 
widening warfare and for the re- 
sponsibilities of increasing victory. 
May we find in the infinite mercy 
of the God of our fathers some 
measure of comfort for the per- 
sonal anxieties of separation and 
anguish of bereavement. 

“Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, President of the United 
States of America, do hereby ap- 
point Saturday, the first day of 
January, 1944, as a day of prayer 
for all of us, in our churches, in 
our homes, and in our hearts, those 
of us who walk in the familiar 
paths of home, those who fight on 
the wide battle fields of the world, 
those who go down to the sea in 
ships, and those who rise in the 
air on wings.”

Washington Believes 
Country Has Assumed 
Important War Role 


and Will Likely Fight 
Nazis Eventually.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
Deeds, rather than words, are ex- 
pected by informed observers here 
to bring out the full significance 
of Turkey’s newly defined role as 
an associate of the Allies fighting 
Germany. 

The impression gained from the 
latest Cairo communique is strong 
that this role is to be one of great 
importance. At the strategic mo- 
ment when its help will count 
. most Turkey very probably will 
enter the war. 

Whether that moment Is close at 
hand or in the indefinite future is 
a question that can be answered 
only by President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill, President Ismet 
Inonu of Turkey or their ranking 
advisers and Russian associates. 
Like many another question decid- 
ed at the historic series of Middle 
East conferences the world may 
learn the answer only when it is 
expressed in action, 

That its destiny eventually will 
lead Turkey into military partner- 
ship with the Allies is regarded as 
probable for two reasons—its stra- 
tegic position in relation to the 
Balkans and its desire for a full 
voice in the peace councils. 

The machinery for action is pres- 
ent in the Anglo-Turkish alliance, 
and the significance of the Cairo 
meeting, announced last night, 
may lie in the reaffirmation of 
this alliance by the Turkish Gov- 
ernment not only to the British 
but to the Americans and Russians 
as well. 

Turkey’s Geography. 

Broadly speaking there are three 
main avenues of military approach 
to Germany: (1) Across the Eng- 
lish Channel] and through Belgium 
and Northern France; (2) Across 
the Adriatic and through North- 
ern Yugoslavia; (3) Through the 
Aegean Sea and the Balkans. 

With the Germans entrenched in 
Greece and in the Aegean islands, 
Turkey holds the key to a drive in 
the Aegean area. 

Airfields on the western rim of 
Turkey would make possible the 
quick conquest of such islands as 
would have to be taken if a thrust 
into the Balkans were planned. 
Turkey itself, in fact, is a bridge 
from Asia to Southeastern Europe, 
and the European section of the 
country, across the Dardenelles, 
Sea of Marmara and Bosporus, is 
a ready-made bridgehead into the 
Balkans. 

Turkey's role In the events to 
come may be active, with its army 
participating in a Balkan offen- 
sive, or passive, limited to cession 
of air bases to the Allies and the 
opening of Turkish ports to Allied 
troops. 

Active Turkish participation 
would add an excellent army of 
perhaps 30 divisions to Allied 
strength. It is, however, an army 
weak in aircraft, in antiaircraft 
and other modern guns, and in 
motorized equipment. 

The British all along have fol- 
lowed a policy of not requesting 
Turkey to act until they were pre- 
pared to give it every assistance 
with arms and especially air forces, 
It seems doubtful that the Cairo 
conference would have resulted in 
a public announcement of Tur- 
key’s political solidarity with the 
Allies unless the British now feel 
confident of their strength in that 
area. 

Needed equipment presumably 
could be provided under under 
Jend-lease although it would take 
time to train the Turkish soldiers 
to use it. The British have sent 
some equipment to Turkey already, 
but it probably consists largely of 
small arms. Oddly enough, and 
indicating German concern over 
Turkish neutrality, the Nazis are 
said to have continued their lim- 
ited shipments of military equip- 
ment to Turkey, despite that coun- 
try’s increasingly evident drift to- 
ward the Allied camp. 

The greatest contribution Turkey 
could make to the Allies, however, 
would be the cession of air bases 
and permission to use the Sea of 
Marmara and its excellent ports, 
including Istanbul, to land Anglo- 
American forces for an offensive 
through the Merich valley into 
Bulgaria. 


The light British occupation 
forces which moved into the Dodec- 
anese after the fall of Italy were 
unable to hold those islands be- 
cause British Middle East air bases 
were too far away to support them, 
The possession of nearby bases on 
Turkish soil would permit the 
retaking of the islands and the 
opening of the Aegean Sea under 
Allied air cover, 

Opening the Agean and the use 
of the Dardanelles-Marmara-Bos- 
porus area, would clear the most 
favorable invasion route into the 
Balkans, the Merich valley, which 
leads past Adrianople into the 
heart of Bulgaria, almost to Sofia. 
A simultaneous large-scale attack 
on Salonika probably would have 
a good chance of success, permit- 
ting a second drive up the Vardar 
valley toward Yugoslavia. The 
Vardar valley, however, is narrow, 
and more easily defended than the 
Merich route. 


The strategic value of these val- 
leys is as well known to Nazi as 
to Allied commanders, and they 
are strongly defended. The Ger- 
mans have at least three divisions 
around Salonika, and have been 
reported recently to be massing 
troops along the Turkish border. 
There are also reported to be con- 
siderable numbers of German serv- 
ice troops in Bulgaria as well as 
perhaps 16 Bulgarian divisions.

LONDON, Dec. 8 (AP):—While 
Gen. Josip (Tito) Broz’s Partisans 
acknowledged today that a new 


full scale German offensive had 
broken through their lines near 
the Bosnia-Serbia border, the con- 
troversy between rival Yugoslav 
resistance forces over control of 
liberated areas flared to new 
heights. 

The Yugoslav Government-in-ex- 
ile in Cairo in its newest blast at 
the Partisans, disputed “claims 
made in certain sections of the 
Allied ;press that Tito’s provisional 
government enjoys the support of 
all political parties in Yugoslavia.” 
The statement was issued several 
hours after Gen. Draja Mihailovic, 
the exiled government’s Minister 
of War and commander of the 
Chetnik forces, ordered all guer- 
rilla forces in the country to sub- 
mit themselves to his authority. 

British. Policy on Aid, 

The British, meanwhile, dis- 
closed that Broz’s forces are re- 
ceiving the greater part of the 
support which the London Govern- 
ment is affording Yugoslav forces. 
Minister of State Richard K. Law 
told Commons: 

“Our policy is to support all the 
forces in Yugoslavia which are 
resisting the Germans. As things 
are, we are supporting the Partisan 
forces, giving them more support 
than we are giving Gen. Mihailovic 
for the simple reason that the re- 
sistance of the’ Partisan forces is 
very much greater.” 

Broz's latest communique 
charged Chetnik and pro-Nazi 
Croat units were in the ranks of 
the attacking Axis forces and 
Rommel was said to have aug- 
mented his divisions with rein- 
forcements from Greece, Albania 
and Austria, — 

‘Partisans Forced Back. 

The German breakthrough from 
the Bosnia-Serbia border, the com- 
munique said, carried the enemy 
into the city of Prijepolje when 
units of the Second Yugoslav Di- 
vision, after repulsing a series of 
fierce onslaughts, were overcome 
by superior numbers. 

Yugoslav Partisans, however, 
made a successful thrust of their 
own in Croatia, killing 300 Ger- 
mans and capturing quantities of 
rich booty, Broz’s communique 
said, It charged that the Nazis 
were “perpetrating great atroci- 
ties” on Macedonian civilians. 

Heavy fighting was reported in 
the Sarajevo-Travnik, Sarajevo- 
Mokro and Mokro-Tuzla sectors in 
South-Central Bosnia, as well as 
on ‘the Imotski-Duvno and Livno- 
Grahovo fronts in Hercegovina. 

The new statement by King

JAP NEW BRITAIN BASES 
BOMBED IN 100-PLANE RAID 


Attack Concentrated on Western Tip—Signs 
Foe Is Finding Rabaul Untenable 
for Naval Craft. 


SOUTHWEST PACIFIC Al- 
LIED HEADQUARTERS, Dec. 8 
(AP).—A slackening in naval activ- 
ity observed at Rabaul lent empha- 
sis today to the official assertion 
that the Japanese are finding their 
major New Britain island air and 
sea base untenable. 

While Allied bombers poured 
more explosives. on the invasion- 
threatened island, a spokesman for 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur said 
aerial observation had shown a no- 
ticeable drop in naval traffic at 
Rabaul. 

This tied in with the recent dec- 
laration of R. Adm. Robert- Car- 
ney, chief af staff for Adm. Wil- 
liam F. Halsey, the South Pacific 
fleet commander, that Rabaul is 
untenable to the Japanese and “we 
have complete control in the wa- 
ters.” 

Rabaul, with its excellent deep- 
water harbor and six airdromes, 
is Japan’s best base south of Truk, 
800 miles away, and its neutraliza- 
tion would constitute a major vic- 
tory. 

Another observation was that 
Rabaul’s airdromes contained 
somewhat more than 200 planes, 
preponderantly fighters. Since 
Rabaul has been chiefly a bomber 
base, the presence of fighters in 
such quantity could be taken as 
an indication that operations there 
were switching to the defensive. 

A strong force of 100 heavy and 
medium bombers escorted by fight- 
ers dumped 150 tons of bombs: on 
New Britain Monday, again con- 
centrating on the Cape Gloucester 
area at the western tip closest to 
New Guinea. This made 738 tons 
dropped there in eight days. 

Cape Hoskins, in the north cen- 


tral part of the island across from 
Gasmata, and the Vitu Islands in 
the Bismarck archipelago to the 
northwest also were hit. 

A spokesman said these points, 
together with the other targets of 
Rein Bay, Borgen Bay and Cape 
Busching, represented enemy cen- 
ters of distribution of troops and 
supplies. 

Eight enemy rafts loaded with 
supplies were destroyed by light 
naval craft in New Guinea coastal 
waters, and a cargo ship loaded 
with fuel’ was hit and seen to ex- 
plode off Kaimana, Dutch New 
Guinea, 

On New Guinea itself the sharp 
ground fighting for Wareo on the 
Huon Peninsula remained static as 
to position, but Allied bombers 
raked enemy concentrations, 

Bombers also hit the Japanese 
on Bougainville around the Ameri- 
can beachhead at Empress Augus- 
ta Bay, smashing supply lines and 
exploding 48 tons of bombs on an 
ammunition dump and other tar- 
gets. 

Ground fighting in the area, 
where the Americans now hold a 
beachhead seven miles long and 
five miles deep, was said to have 
subsided. 

Elaborating on a previous an- 
nouncement of a naval shelling of 
Choiseul Island southwest of Bou-

Japs Win Control of Vi- 


tal Crop Area—New 
Drive on Changsha Pos- 
sible. 


CHUNGKING, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
Fall of the ancient city of Chang- 
teh after bitter fighting in which 
both sides suffered heavy losses 
was announced by the Chinese 
high command yesterday, and it 
was acknowledged here that the 
setback represented a severe eco- 
nomic and military blow to China, 

Loss of the city opened the pros- 
pect of a new Japanese drive on 
Changsha, capital of Hunan prov- 


ince, which the invaders have tried 
unsuccessfully to take in three pre- 
vious drives, At the same time the 
victory gave the Japanese control 
of the “rice bowl” region and cut 
the Hunan-Szechwan supply line, 
thus depriving the Chinese Army 
of one of its principal sources of 
supply. ' 

The Chinese communique an- 
nouncing the fall of Changteh, 
once one of the most thriving 
spots in Central China, said that 
little more than 300 men of the 
Chinese Fifty-Seventh Division had 
survived the bloody battle, which 
ended last Friday. 

Fighting was reported in prog- 
ress north and east of Changteh, 
and also south of the Yuan River 
where the Chinese were trying te 
forestall a potential drive on 
Changsha. 

Gen. Yu Cheng-wan, commander 
of the Fifty-Seventh, whose de- 
fense of Changteh made him a na- 
ticnal hero, was said to have been 
one of the survivors. 

The Chinese high command said 
Yu’s men had fought until their 
ammunition was exhausted, and 
estimated Japanese losses up to 
Dec. 2 at 10,200 killed and wounded. 

The high command reported that 
Chinese troops have broken into 
Sinyang, main Japanese base in 
South Honan Province, 100 miles 
north of the central metropolis of 
Hankow. The Chinese also said 
they had broken into the suburbs 
of the important Japanese strong- 
hold of Suihsien, southeast of Sin-

Dr. Lawrence M. Aronberg, a 
special public school lecturer on 
social hygiene, has been dismissed 
for advocating sex relations before 
marriage in a lecture to 20 male 
seniors at Central High School, J. 
Stanley Nants, Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Instruction, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today. 

Dr. Aronberg, a paid lecturer of 
the Missouri Social Hygiene Asso- 
ciation, addressed the group of 
young men last Oct. 19, Nants said. 
When the lecturer called for ques- 
tions, one youth asked: 

“Ts it advisable to have sex rela- 
tions before marriage?” 

Dr. Aronberg, Nants said, replied 
that he was not expressing the 
opinion of the Missouri Social Hy- 
giene Association, but in his opin- 
ion having sex relatons before mar- 
rage was “a good idea.” 

Levi Craig, the school’s physical 
education director and _ football 
coach, who was acting as monitor, 
jumped to his feet and vehemently 
protested, declaring that he did not 
agree with the lecturer, Nants con- 
tinued. 

Dr. Aronberg, whose office is at 
462 North Taylor Avenue, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he did not 
recall having been asked such a 
question, and he insisted the an- 
swer attributed to him “does not 
express my view at all.” 

Nants said the lecturer had in- 
structions to read from an ap- 
proved manuscript or follow the 
manuscript in substance. No pro- 
vision had been made for ques- 
tions and answers, he added. 

Nants said Dr. Aronberg would 
not be welcome as a lecturer in 
future, and the Social Hygiene 
Association had agreed Dr. Aron- 


berg should deliver no more lec- 
tures in the public schools. This 
information was conveyed to the 
20 students, Nants said,

SHPYARD SEIZED 
BY NAVY: FAILED T 
FULFILL CONTRACT 


i Ship Built by Los Angeles 


Firm Cost 11 Million 
More Than That From 
~ Another Yard. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has directed 


the Secretary of the Navy to take 
over and operate the shipyard of 
the Los Angeles Shipbuilding and 
Drydock Corporation, the White 
House announced today. 

The action was based on failure 
of the corporation to “perform 
satisfactorily the work called for 
by its contracts with the Navy De- 
partment,” said the executive or- 
der, signed last Friday. The ship- 
yard is being taken over today. 

The seizure was necessary, it was 
added, in order that the shipyard 
“may be effectively operated in the 
construction, conversion and repair 
of vessels” required by the Navy. 

Record Unsatisfactory, 

The Navy said it took over the 
shipyard “in view of the unsatis- 
factory progress which the com- 
pany has made on contracts which 
were awarded to it for ¢he con- 
struction of naval auxiliary yessels 
and the excessive costs resulting 
from such construction. 

“The yard's inability to control 
its costs and its slow production 
convinced the government. that 
satisfactory operation could not be 
obtained without a change of man- 
agement.” 

The Government owns part of 
the company’s facilities through an 
investment of approximately §6,- 
500,000 in shipbuilding and repair 
equipment. In addition, the Navy 
guaranteed 50 per cent of a loan 
of approximately five million dol- 
lars negotiated by the company, 

11 Million Difference in Cost, 

Representatives Anderson (Rep.), 
California, and Magnuson (Dem.), 
Washington, acting for the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, recently 
conducted an investigation of the 
yard to ascertain why one large 
naval repair ship, the Ajax, had 
cost the Government approximate- 
ly 24 million dollars in comparison 
with the construction cost of 13 
million of a similar ship, the Vul- 
can, built by the New York Ship- 
building Corporation. 

Anderson reported numerous 
reasons were advanced for the dif- 
ference, including increases in 
wage rates and prices of materials 
and the use of five million man- 
hours to complete the Vulcan in 
comparison with eight million 
man-hours used to finish the Ajax. 

“In my opinion,” Anderson add- 
ed, “they do not satisfactorily ex- 
plain the difference of) 11 million 
dollars in construction costs.” 

Magnuson said he believed the 
bulk of the added expenditure lay 
in the additional man-hours used 
to build the Ajax.

fought other dogs fn the neighbor- 
hood, and was generaily vicious, 
Allen’s own dog, Sport, four-year- 
old cocker spaniel, has been at- 
tacked by Carlo, the complaint set 
out. 

Carlo, center of the controversy, 
was denied admittance to the 
courtroom, and lounged in_his 
master’s automobile while a dozen 
witnesses gave conflicting views of 
his temperament. Ringlep admit- 
ted Carlo had engaged in “a couple 
of fights” with Sport, but insisted 
Carlo was really a gentle animal. 
Others contended Carlo was vi- 
cious, but no one could testify the 
dog had bitten any person. 

After listening to the pros and 
cons for two and one-half hours, 
‘the Police Magistrate took the 
matter under advisement. The 
penalty for allowing a vicious dog 
to run at large is a fine from $1 
to $50, 


k. ST. LOUIS AUTHORIZES BOND 
ISSUE IT HAS ALREADY SOLD 


An ordinance authorizing the 
issuance of $400,000 in bonds for 
the establishment of a ready cash 
fund was ‘passed today by the East 
St. Louis City Council, which has 
already sold the bonds at a private 
sale to the Midland Securities Co. 
of Chicago. 

Sold at par, the bonds will bear 
interest rate at 2.75 per cent., By 
comparing them with East St. 
Louis issues now on the open mar- 
ket, bond dealers here said, they 
could have been sold at a $12 
premium—that is for each $100 
bond the city could have obtained 
$112, The Midland firm, dealers 
said, could realize a profit of $44,- 
000 on the transaction. Normal 
profit, they added, would be $8000. 

The money from the issue will 
replace the annual issuance of tax 
anticipation warrants for city 
operating expenses, officials said. 
These warrants cost the city 4 per 
cent annually. 


10,000 JEWS REPORTED MOVED 
FROM ROME IN 12-HOUR PERIOD 


BARCELONA, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
The French press published today 
a dispatch from Rome saying 
10,000 Jews were removed from 
Rome in a 12-hour period under 
orders from the German puppet 
“Republican Fascist” Government 
calling for the ouster of all Jews. 

Twenty thousand rooms thus 
were made available, the dispatch 
said. It did not say where the 
Italian Jews were sent, but border 
reports indicated they were en 
route to German labor camps in 
Poland.

VALUATION RULE 
FOR SriP BUYING 
FIXED BY BOARD 


3 Judges Decree U. S. 
Shall Pay on Basis of 
Worth at Time of Req- 
uisitioning. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
An advisory board of three United 
States circuit judges ruled yester- 
day that the War S .ipping Ad- 
ministration should p y owners of 
requisitioned vessels ust compen- 


sation “determined on the basis 
of value as of the date of taking.” 

The board held that, in deter- 
mining the basis of value any en- 
hancement due to the Govern- 
ment’s need of vessels should not 
be considered It also ruled out any 
increase in value based on pre- 
vious requisitioning of vessels of. 
similar type, or on prospective 
requisitioning. 

Owners are entitled to allow- 
ances, the judges declared, for any 
loss on account of delay in pay- 
ment, not exceeding the current 


‘commercial rate of interest. 


“Value,” the board said, “means 
value on the Amerivan market, not 
on foreign markets.” 


The board’s ruling, of far-reach- | 


ing importance to. the shipping in- 
dustry, brought to final determina- 
tion an issue which has been dead- 
locked for more than a year. More 
than 300 million dollars has been 
impounded in the Treasury pend- 
ing its settlement. 

The Controller General ruled last 
year that the section of the Mer- 
chant Marine Act, which prohibits 
payment of compensation for val- 
ues “enhanced by the causes neces- 
sitating the taking,” fixed Sept. 8, 
1939, the date of the limited 
emergency proclamation, as the 
date for computing values. 

The WSA, on the other hand, 
held that its requisitioning powers 
did not become effective until the

of 1941. It contended that any ef- 
fort to force the industry to ac- 
cept the comparatively depressed 
values of 1939 would only force 
the owners into court, where they 
might collect much more than 
could be agreed on by negotiation.

Continued rain as well-as fierce 
enemy defense slowed the British

Every foot gained in Fifth Army's 
newest advance also was yield- 
ed only after desperate and costly 
defense by the Germans. When 
British troops in sharp battle-oust- 
ed the Nazis from the summit of 
Monastery Ridge—which the Ger- 
mans had retaken in a counterat- 
tack the day before—they found it 
littered with German dead. Mon- 
astery Ridge is one of the foothills 
leading to the top of Monte Ca- 
mino from the south, 

From positions on all the domi- 
nating heights of both Monte Ca- 
mino and Monte Maggiore, Clark’s 
guns now command the southern 
part of the road and valley be- 
tween Mignano and Cassino, in 
which the Liri River flows into 
the upper Garigliano. 


Three Villages Taken. 

The three fortified villages from 
which Clark’s British units 
knocked the enemy were Camino, 
Acquapendole and Cocuruzza, three 
to five miles southwest of Mig- 
nano. 

(An N. B. C. broadcast from Al- 
giers said advanced United States 
units of the Fifth Army now were 
one and one-half miles from the 
Camino plain, where tanks can be 
used in the drive on Rome.) 

In a few places, Allied forward 
units have begun working down 
the west side of the summits to- 
ward the valley. The Germans 
who retreated to the northern 
slopes of Monte Maggiore are only 
a mile and a half from the upper 
Garigliano, without hope of estab- 
lishing tenable positions short of 
that river. 


Civitavecchia Bombed, 

United States medium bombers 
and fighter-bombers yesterday 
twice attacked Civitavecchia, 45 
miles northwest of Rome and a 
principal German supply base on 
the Italian west coast, but the 
day’s spectacular achievement 
came when American Spitfires met 
a dozen Nazi fighters over the 
battle area, downing six and dam- 
aging two more without any Amer- 
ican losses, 

A large force of B-25 Mitchells 
bombed Civitavecchia first, hitting 
a ship, dropping bombs close to 
others, touching off an explosion 
in an ammunition dump, and blast- 
ing railroad yards. 

Later, A-36 fighter. bombers 
swooped in, setting fire to ware- 
houses and showering bombs 
around a freighter. 

A-36s and P-40 Warhawks at- 
tacked bridges and roads near the 
Fifth Army front. 

Pounding east coast supply lines, 
Mitchells bombed railway yards at 
Pescara, Invaders smashed the 
town of Viacusa, and R. A. F. 
Kittybombers blasted German ,gun- 
posts west of Orsogna. 

The planes also dropped food to 
American troops in virtually inac- 
cessible mountaing on the Fifth 
Army front. ;

Only 35¢ at all drug stores, 


Turkey Has 200,000 Men in Army 
And Can Raise 1,800,000 More 


Entry Into War Would Give Allies Good Air 
Bases, Open Dardanelles Route 
to Russia.

LONDON, Dec. 8 (AP).—Tur-

Turkey sits astride the Dardan- 
elles, potential funnel to pour more 
war supplies directly to Russia, or 
to mass shipping and naval power 
in the Black Sea for an offensive 
in concert with Russia against the 
Rumanian or Bulgarian coasts.

Other pending bills against which 
he inveighed were those to grant 
a flat increase of eight cents an 
hour to non-operating railroad 
workers, and to raise the prices of 
milk and oil. 

“It is truly impossible,” he said, 
“for any administration to attempt 
to administer equal justice under 
law if special groups, be they oil 
or coal producers or coal miners 
or railroad employes, can get spe- 
cia] treatment.” 

“No group has a right to hold 
a political pistol at the head of 
the Congress or any administrative 
agency and say that they will 
strike. Any group that threatens to 
strike in wartime unless the execu- 
tive or legislative branch of the 
Government meets its demands, 
is using a political pistol. The 
Government must say to any such 
group ‘lay that pistol down.’” 

Byrnes said the primary issue 
before the American people today 
is whether we are going to keep 
down the cost of living. He said 
the general ‘cost of living has risen 
only about five per cent during a 
year of “drastic readjustments,” 
but f has gone up 22 per cent 
in two years. Asserting this was 
a great hardship to people with 
fixed incomes, he said if Congress 
kills subbidies and raises the price 
of bread and butter, meat and 
milk, sugar and other staples, these 
people will suffer even more. 

Asserting there are those who 
say that wage increases should be 
granted because the Administra- 
tion “has already ytelded to the 


coal miners,” he denied the wage 
boosts granted the miners consti- 
tuted a general raise in excess of 
the Little Steel formula. He also 
denied assertions that Secretary 
Ickes gave the miners the increase 
by direction of President : Roose- 
velt declaring, “the Secretary says 
that the agreement was not known 
to anyone other than the conferees 
until after it was agreed to.” 

The lesson to be drawn trom the 
coal case, he said, is “not that we 
should hold the line less firmly 
but more firmly. It illustrates the 
danger of trying to find ways out 
of hard cases.” 

Referring to the effort of non- 
operating railroad employes to 
have Congress “under the threat of 
strike in wartime to give them an 
eight-cent increase instead of the 
10 to four-cent increase” awarded 
them by Fred M. Vinson, Economic 
Stabilization Director, Byrnes said: 

“It is one thing for the Congress 
to repeal the law or to revise the 
general licies which it has en- 
trusted the Administration to 
administer. It is another thing to 
enact a special law for a special 
group without laying down a gen- 
eral policy applicable to all.” 

_Q’Mahoney Concurs. . 

Declaring that “taxes or infla- 
tion in the end will get us all,” 
Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyo- 
ming, today urged an “all-out price 
control” measure as the one hope 
of averting a cost-of-living crisis 
on the home front.

URGES FARMERS 


10 CURB PRICES 


Further Increases Would 
Cause Inflated Land 
Values, He Tells Farm 


Bureau Meeting. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 8 (AP).—Farm- 
ers should join “wholeheartedly to 
hold their prices in check,” Ches- 
ter C. Davis, president of the St. 
Louis Federa] Reserve Bank and 
former War Food Administrator, 


told the American Farm Bureau 
Federation's annual convention 
last night. 

“The point I want to make to- 
night,” Davis asserted, “is that the 
general level of farm prices in 
1943 hes been high enough to yield 
a cash farm income of between 
19 and 20 billion dollars against 8.7 
billions in 1939 and 11.3 billions in 
1929 . 

“In the interest of long-time wel- 
fare any further marked increase 
in the general level of farm prices 
is undesirable. Unless their pro- 
duction costs materially increase, 
farmers for their own and the 
general welfare should join whole- 
heartedly to hold their prices in 
check. For one thing, further in- 
creases would add to the danger 
of inflation in farm real estate 
prices that already is on the 
' horizon.” 

Subsidies and Prices. 


Davis contended the use of sub- 
sidies was unnecessary “e — to 
keep food prices from advancing 
further, or to secure downward 
adjustment in the case of com- 
modities when consumer prices are 
higher than necessary to get pro- 
duction and reward the producer. 
“Neither on the other hand do I be- 
lieve it is wise national policy to 
prohibit all use of subsidies. 
Whether they are used and the 
extent to which they are used 
should depend on their necessity 
from the standpoint of planned 
and intelligent food management. 
He said the division of pro-sub- 
sidy and anti-subsidy groups into 
“warring camps” was a tragic mis- 
take that could have been averted 
by proper co-operation between 
executive and legislative govern- 
menta lIbranches in developing a 
long-range program for the man- 
agement of the food supply.

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UTILITIES FIGHT 
CITY OWNERSHIP 
AT CONVENTION 


Open Opposition to Con- 
stitutional Proposal 
Giving Towns Right to 
Finance Plants. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 8% — 
Public utility interests, which 
throvgh questionable. lobbying 
methods have prevented enactment 
of legislation to permit Missouri 
cities and towns to issue revenue 
bonds for municipally owned util- 
ities, are fighting the Maupin pro- 
posal to include the authorization 
in the proposed new Missouri Con- 
stitution. 

So far there have been no indi- 
eations of the use among dele- 
gates to the convention of the lob- 
bying activities which became a4 
acanda! in the 1933 special session 
of the Legislaturé, when the same 
proposal was under consideration. 
The fight is in the open this time, 
and arrangements have been made 
for a special appearance of the 
Opposition before the Committee 
on State Finance next Tuesday 
night. 

Samuel W. Fordyce of St. Louis, 
representing the Missouri Associa- 
tion of Public Utilities, who, with 
@ number of other utility lawyers, 
attended a hearing for the advo- 
cates of the proposal last night, 
will speak in opposition next 
week. Some of the attorneys said 
ft had not been decided whether 
ethers than Fordyce would speak. 

The decision to make formal 
public appearance is a change in 
the tactics which the utilities used 
with the Legislature for many 
years, culminating in the 1933 Un- 
fon Electric legislative scandal. In 
the past the policy has been one 
ef personal lobbying with dele- 
gates. 

25 Cities Represented. 

The hearing last night was at- 
tended by more than 25 Mayors 
and representatives of Missouri 
cities that either have or desire 
te install municipal electric- and 
water plants. 

The speakers said the authority 
for the issuance of revenue bonds 
to acquire or construct plants was 
mecessary because of the limited 
revenues of most municipalities, 
that many of them were bonded 
to legal limit, and because a two- 
thirds vote was required to issue 
bonds above the constitutional lim- 
it of 5 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of property within their 
limits. 

E. A. Shannon of Mexico, Mo., 
representing the Mayor of Mexico, 
Said there was no desire to ask 
for the full power which private 
utilities have. 

“We ask,” he said, “only that we 
have the right to incur an indebt- 
edness necessary for the acquisi- 
tion of the property. Privately 
owned utilities frequently bond 
their properties for four or five 
times its value. We don’t want 
that.” 

Success of City-Owned Plants. 

_ George A. Spencer, Prosecuting 
Attorney of Boone County and 
legal adviser of the Missouri Mu- 
nicipal League, said that the ex- 
perience of cities which owned 
their electric and water plants had 
been almost universally successful, 
that in practically every instance 
the service was supplied at a low- 
er rate than by private companies, 
and that in many cities the reve- 
mue aided in other municipal 
services. 

“The Constitution now gives this 
power to cities of more than 75,000 
population,” he said, “and we see 
mo reason why the authority should 
mot be extended to all cities.” 

Bruce Carl, executive director of 
the league, said that the principle 
of the Maupin proposal had been 
indorsed at a recent meeting of the 
league, attended by many mayors, 
and that there was an extensive 
demand for the authority from 
cities and towns in all parts of the 
State. 

Comparison of States. 

R. E. McDonnell of Kansas City, 
an engineer, representing the Kan- 
gas City Chamber of Commerce, 
said that 3021 municipalities in the 
United States operated utilities 
and that 38 states had laws similar 
to that requested. He compared 
Missouri with surrounding states, 
saying that Missouri without the 
favorable specific law had only 
83 municipal plants, while Kansas 
had 185, Nebraska 325 and Ten- 
messee 370, all those states having 
granted the specific authority to 
the cities. 

“It is a big job to obtain the 
vote required by the Missouri law,” 
he said, “as the utilities always 
fight every proposition submitted 
to a vote, There have been many 
evidences of corruption in the ef- 
forts to prevent cities from in- 
stalling plants. Privately-owned 
companieg issue securities against 
their — * 
should have the same right.” 

McDonnell said that a recent 
survey in Louisiana had shown 
that cities having municipal util- 
ity plants had an average prop- 
erty tax rate about half that of 
other cities. 

Assistant City Counselor. Jerome 
Joffee of Kansas City pointed out 
that public policy in Missouri had 
long supported the right of cities 
to own their utilities, and that the 
only question involved in submit- 
ting the proposal to the conven- 
tion was whether they would be 
permitted to finance them. He 
advocated the granting of power 
to municipalities to acquire pri- 
vately owned properties by con- 
demnation.

HOUSE COMMITTEE 
ACTION KILLS BOND 
ADVERTISING BILL 


Tabling: of 15 Million 
Measure, in Effect, Also 


Halts Other Similar 
Legislative Moves. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today killed, in effect, leg- 
islation which would have author- 
ized paid newspaper advertising 
by the Government to promote the 
sale of war bonds. 

The vote in executive session 
was announced as 11 to 10. 

Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, said the action 
was to table the legislation, which 
had the effect of killing the pro- 
posal, He said, however, that 
someone probably would introduce 
another such bill, 

Three bills, one of them passed 
last month by the Senate, were af- 
fected by the committee action. 
The Senate bill provided for the 
expenditure of 15 million dollars 
for advertisements in daily, week- 
ly, semiweekly and triweekly pa- 
pers published in cities having 
population of not more than 10,- 
000. Two House bills would have 
authorized the expenditure of 30 
millions to be “equitaBly distribut- 
ed” among newspapers having sec- 
ond-class mailing privileges. 

“T’'d say we killed all three 
bills,” Doughton told reporters, “I 
guess somebody could introduce 
another bill if they wanted to but 
I don’t know.” 

Other members of the committee 
construed the action as definitely 
halting the legislation this session 
unless the committee should re- 
verse itself, 

The Treasury Department had 
opposed the legislation as a sub- 
sidy and asserted it would interfere 
with the present program of vol- 
untary advertising under which de- 
partment officials estimated the 
bond sales program received ap- 
proximately 100 million dollars’ 
worth of advertising. 

Proponents, led by Chairman 
Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
contended the legislation was 
necessary to carry the message of 
bond purchases to people in the 
rural communities. They denied 
the advertising; would amount to 
subsidies.

MUST INVADE REICH 
FIRST, SAYS NICHOL 


By DAVID M. NICHOL 

MOSCOW, Dec. 8—I feel that 
we often overlook or  under- 
estimate the fact that the war can- 
not end until] the German Army 
is smashed. This certainly has 
not yet been achieved. The power 
of its resistance is well attested by 
the strength of its counterattacks 
on the Ukrainian front and by the 
bitterness of the fighting in Italy. 

Bombing can contribute to weak- 
éning this in both .he supply and 
morale areas. It can make the 
last steps easier, but if the history 
of this war has demonstrated any- 
thing, it would seem to be the im- 
possibility of defeating a deter- 
mined continental power solely by 
destroying its cities or robbing it 
of even a large portion of its in- 
dustrial strength. 

In a full year of the bitterest 
fighting, marked by continuous 
successes in which the Red Army 
has utilized the full measure of its 
resources in -men and materials 
alike, the Soviet Union has recov- 
ered two-thirds of its occupied ter- 
ritory but still faces the cruel task 
of regaining the most difficult 
third. As a matter of simple geo- 
graphy, the area the Red Army 
covered is about equal to that 
which United Nations _ soldiers 
must conquer before driving the 
Germans back to their own boun- 
daries on the west. 

An armistice, perhaps, is possible 
but the unconditional surrender to 
which the United Nations are 
pledged would seem unlikely with- 
out actual invasion of the Reich. 

Joint offensives from the east 
and west undoubtedly will speed 
the rate of advance on either side. 
Add to this the fact that the cycle 
of German morale appears to reach 
the lowest ebb with the approach 
of winter, and I should guess that 
the war in Europe might end, at 
the earliest, late in 1944—about a 
year from now. 


HELEN KIRKPATRICK: 
‘NOT BEFORE SPRING’

LONDON, Dec. 8.—Such knowl- 
edge as I have of Germany leads 
me to believe that the European 
war will not end before the spring 
of 1944,

of Northern Italy, the foundation 
for defeat will have been laid.

Nothing has happened to alter the 
view of the individual German 
that he and his country must 
stand or fall with the Nazis and 
this will lead him to resist to the 
bitter end. Therefore, it is my 
guess that the Eurupean war will 
end same time during the summer 
of 1944. 


MOST LIKELY NEXT 
FALL, SAYS GHALI

BERN, Dec. 8 — Should one 
throw all discretion to the winds, 
he might give the autumn of 1944 
as the likeliest time for the war’s 
end—at least in so far as Hitler’s 
war is concerned.

By next spring fresh military de- 
feats, plus the prospect of more to 
come, should set the water boiling 
in the huge cauldron on which 
Himmler and his gang are pre- 
cariously perched. 

However, there is one certainty: 
if, through overconfidence, the 
Allies should relax their war ef- 
fort, the war will drag on for 
years. The one hope of the Nazis 
is Allied war-weariness. In inti- 
mate party circles, the talk cen- 
ters about holding out for another 
two years because “American and 
British morale cannot.”

PACIFIC—M’QUAID

HONOLULU, Dec. 8.—From this 
distance I do not possess facts on 
which to base an opinion as to 
when Germany will capitulate or 
whether such capitulation would 
mean peace, confusion or an 
armistice in Europe. 

As to the Pacific: If we insist, 
as we should, on the utter de- 
struction of Japan as a military 
and naval power, the war will last 
until we put armies of occupation 
in Tokyo. This will cost heavily 
in men and material.

SUMMER OR FALL 
IS STEELE’S GUESS

NEW DELHI, Dec. 8.—Any 
speculation on the probable length 
of the war can be nothing 
more than guesswork because of 
the imponderables involved.  Re- 
juctant though I am to stick out 
my neck, here goes: : 

Germany is weakening but I 
don’t think the Russian offensive, 
our effort in Italy and air bom- 
bardment of German cities will 
alone be sufficient to bring the 
Nazis to their knees. It will take 
a massive invasion of Western Eu- 
rope to strike the mortal blow. A 
major invasion is not likely before 
the end of winter. However, once 
started, it will be in such over- 
whelming force that it should move 
very fast. —

come in the summer or autumn of 
1944. ' 

Pending Germany’s downfall, we 
shall probably be obliged to con- 
fine our operations in the Pacific 
to the present “creeping” tactics. 


JIt will take several. months after 


the close of the European conflict 
to concentrate the whole of our 
enormous striking power in the 
Pacific and to establish ourselves 
securely in bombing bases within 
range of vital Japanese centers. 

One of our initial tasks may be 
to pinch off and isolate Japan’s 
South Pacific conquests by island- 
to-island flank attack from the 
east and possibly a push through 
Malaya, Sumatra, Singapore and 
the South China Sea from the west. 

This will also give us new lines 
of access into China through its 
southern ports. The Allies will then 
be ready to close in on the heart 
of the Japanese empire from all 
sides for the kill. 

My opinion is that before Japan 
capitulates, we shall have to launch 
largescale amphibious invasions of 
the outer islands of the Japanese 
archipelago and that we shall prob- 
ably be obliged to send American 
or British armies into China to 


Co-operation of Republics 
at Peace Talks Can Be 
Assured Only by Treat- 
ing Them as Partners 
Now, He Says.

HEN the historian of the fu- 
W ture assays the conduct of the 

foreign relations of the 
United States during the last dec- 
ade he. will appraise the good- 
neighbor policy as the outstanding 
achievement of that period. 

It has resulted in the firmest 
regional understanding which has 
so far been established. It has 
brought about a united hemi- 
sphere. 

After the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor the people of the United States 
had reason to appreciate the vital 
importance to them of this unity 
of the New World. Had that unity 
not existed, our ability to take ef- 
fective part in the war in North 
Africa and in the Pacific would 
not only have been greatly retard- 
ed, but might, at least temporarily, 
have been wholly impeded. 

Aid From Many Neighbors. 

Reasons of military security 
have as yet made it impossible,for 
the public to know how vast the 
assistance was which Brazil gave 
us in that early stage of our war 
effort, and how much our military 
operations in Africa depended 
upon that assistance. 

Our power to safeguard the Pan- 
ama Canal and our access to oil 
and bauxite resources in northern 
South America in those dangerous 
months of 1942 were largely facili- 
tated through the supplementary 
endeavors of the Governments of 
Panama, Colombia, Venezuela and 
the Central American republics. 

The submarine menace in the 
Caribbean was eliminated § far 
more rapidly because of the col- 
laboration of Cuba, the Dominican 
Republic and Haiti; our supply 
lines to the South Pacific were 
secured because of the help given 
by Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia and 
Chile; and our capacity to defend 
our coast line in California and in 
the Gulf of Mexico was immeasur- 
ably enhanced by the _ effective 
military partnership offered by 
the Government of Mexico. 

Every American republic except 
Argentina has given its assistance 
in the common cause to the full 
measure of its ability.

Comparison With 1917. 

T is tonic to remember the situ- 
| ation in 1917 when the United 

States entered the first World 
War and there was no good-neigh- 
bor policy. 
Mexico was seething with re- 
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sentment against us, and the then 
German Government was actively 
negotiating for’ Mexican aid; 
United States troops were in occu- 
pation of two independent Ameri- 
can republics and the hostility cre- 
ated by these acts of military in- 
tervention was bitter throughout 
the hemisphere; German influence 
was powerful in many of the re- 
gions lying near the Panama Ca- 
‘nal, and in some of the South 
American countries where German 
agents were omnipresent, sympa- 
thy with the Central Powers was 
preponderant. | 

Had such dangers existed in 
1942, when Japan and Italy were 
also both at war with the United 
States, as they were not in 1917, 
the situation of our country would 
have been precarious. 

It must also now be clear to 
every one in the United States who 
gains his livelihood from the man- 
ufacture of goods to be sold abroad 
that an ever-increasing market in 
the Western Hemisphere for our 
exports can only be assured 
through a continuation of the ex- 
isting inter-American policy. We 
will need that market more than 
ever in the postwar years. 

I feel it is useful to emphasize 
these self-evident truths because 
of the fact that so many people 
who believe in and who support 
the good-neighbor policy appear to 
take its existence for granted.

“things are shaping for victory but 
a great war is still in front of

“In that sense I am not an op- 
timist but next year will be one 
of the great years of history and 
this will be the last Christmas 
we'll be in the war,” he said. 

“T find everywhere the feeling 
that things are on the march,” said 
Smuts, “I sensed it in England. 
Something is taking shape before 
us that is still dim. But we have 
seen what happened in Russia. We 
have seen what is stirring in the 
Far East, where things have been 
asleep for thousands of years. 


“The elements are on the march, 
gentlemen.” 

Smuts addressed 70 war corre- 
spondents in the press room of the 
Cairo conferences. 


He told them that after the war 
newspapers would have to play an 
important role “in seeing that 
there is no repetition of this dis- 
aster—that we forge something 
more firm than the old order.” 

“The old world is dead,” he sald. 
“We are passing through one of 
the great revolutions of world his- 
tory,and this war is the first step 
to the opportunity to reach a high- 
er level of destiny. I hope all the 
sacrifice and the colossal suffer- 
ing of the human race will not 
prove to have been in vain. 

“This war has proved that our 
generation is not degenerate. I 
look forward with confidence and 
faith to the future.” 


Smuts declared that the three 
great Allied conferences had 
“achieved unanimity far exceeding 
our expectations. Everything is in 
order and moving to the greatest 
conclusion for the century of cen- 
turies.” 

“Heavy fighting lies ahead of 
us,” Smuts said. 

The danger that Russia, Britain 
and the United States might win 
the war but not achieve absolute 
co-operation needed for winning 
the. peace has been averted,” He 
said. 

Smuts termed the Cairo-Teheran 
meetings ‘the most significant con- 
ferences for 100 years” and assert- 
ed that what the world did not 
know about them was more im- 
portant than what it did know.

HE Teheran announcement gave no diirect hint of Allied strategy 
in the operations to smash Germany's forces, but it is obvious 
that the immense potential war-winning power of a correctly 


employed air weapon must have been discussed. 


Previous articles in this series, 
which reflect a great volume of 
informed opinion, have stressed the 
important results already achieved 
by air attacks. The Goebbels 
press has also frankly admitted 
the power of our bombing forces. 
The actual effects being produced 
inside Germany by air offensive 
are impressive, although until re- 
cently Anglo-American bomber 
forces available for attack on the 
Reich were seriously reduced or 
diverted for other more strictly 
defensive operations, like U-boat 
hunting and bombing of subma- 
rine bases in France, and de- 
cisions to form airborne divisions 
have constituted a further heavy 
drain on bomber-type plane pro- 
duction, 

Recent responsible, cautious esti- 
mates stated that German produc- 
tion has dwindled perhaps as much 
as 30 per cent in the last year. 
Such figures, however, convey an 
imperfect picture of the extent of 
the decline of the German war ef- 
fort, resulting from disorganiza- 
tion and delays in the Reich from 
the combined effect of blockade 
and bombardment. The study of 
all available data shows that hold- 
ups arising from transport delays 
— now further augmented by a 
drouth which is seriously imped- 
ing Germany’s internal waterways 
traffic—are hardly less grave than 
the actual destruction or inter- 
ruption of war industries. 


Locomotive Program Lags. 


Deliveries upon which the Ger- 
man military program was de- 
pendent are arriving “too little and 
too late.” A typical example is 
provided in the German program 
for lecomotive construction 
launched in March, 1942. These 
locomotives were needed for the 
conquest of Russia, but have come 
too late even to enable the Ger- 
mans to hold earlier gains. Ger- 
man locomotive constructors ad- 
mittedly did a good job, but Anglo- 
American bombings have pre- 
vented them from achieving any- 
thing approaching their 8000 an- 
nual quota. Probably they have 
not succeeded in constructing 
more than 400 locomotives a 
month, while the Reichsbahn has 
been considered to be losing about 
300 a month through capture and 
destruction on the Eastern front 
and bombings by British planes. 

Thus the addition to Germany’s 


locomotive park probably has not 
greatly exceeded 100 monthly, 
while a high percentage of the 
original park consisted of old 
crocks ready to be scrapped and 
replaced. 

As well placed Allied bomber 
blows have knocked out numerous 
well-dispersed smaller factories 
which supplied component parts 
for armaments or have compelled 
the Germans to attempt to transfer 
a portion of their heavy industries 
from areas of heaviest bombing, 
the additional strain on Nazi rail- 
ways has greatly increased. This 
has been further augmented by the 
need to transfer populations along 
with industry, or because housing 
accommodations have ceased to 
exist in the bombing areas. Fur- 
ther serious production delays have 
arisen from the need to give first 
priorities to labor and material es- 
sential to repair damaged factories 
instead of to new armament con- 
struction. | 

Then there ig the destruction of 
administrative offices and docu- 
ments, without which the orderly 
‘German mind finds great difficul- 
ty in awarding priorities to the 
host of applicants daily pouring in 
with new problems. 


Berlin Best Target. 


From all the above noted view- 
points, Berlin is probably the most 
valuable target in the Reich, alk 
though necessarily one of the cost- 
liest to attack. The Germans say 
little about the material aspect of 
these acute difficulties which are 
gradually tying their whole war 
industry into knots. But only re- 
cently Nazi propagandists made a 
series of statements revealing 
clearly their anxiety lest the peo- 
ple’s spirits should droop under 
the sustained pressure and a gen- 
eral desire to surrender should 
sweep over the country. 

Nazi leaders evidently expected 
the Teheran conference would pro- 
duce an announcement showing 
the German people that the terms 
the Allies plan to impose upon 
them if they surrender might be 
preferable to awaiting inevitable 
destruction by fighting to the last 
ditch, Clearly the formulation of 
such an announcement is not easy 
if it is to carry conviction to the 
Germans without offending public 
opinion here and in the United 
States. It presupposes, moreover,

An Insult to Fathers

The bill to defer from the draft men 
whose children were born before Pearl 
Harbor is a slander on these men. It 
implies a lack of faith in our Govern- 
ment and its institutions. The first im- 
plication of this bill is that these men 
desire to evade their duty to their chil- 
dren by seeking to escape their obliga- 
tion of bearing arms to defend their 
country and the freedom and opportunil- 
ty for which our forbears fought on bat- 
tlefields. 

The next inference this bill presents is 

that our miflitary leadership and our 
local draft boards are incapable of prop- 
er selection of men for the fighting front 
or for the labor at home, It furthers the 
thought that families of married men 
would not receive the necessary finan- 
cial assistance to rear their children 
properly. The setting of a certain date 
from which to count the children rather 
fits a scene in a comic opera than the 
law of a nation. It makes a mockery of 
the institution of marriage by implying 
that it is being used to evade the re- 
sponsibility of bearing arms to defend 
one’s country. 
_ Those politicians who want to serve 
their nation in more firmly knitting the 
home front with the battle front can 
show their understanding by supporting 
legislation to provide adequate financial 
care for the families of service men. They 
can also provide other needed aids, such 
as day nurseries for the mothers who 
are rearing families and making the ma- 
terials of war with which their hus- 
bands are defeating the enemy. This 
would provide more labor and fighting 
forces, promote a greater unity in our 
nation and remove any base for a bill 
to defer men whose children were born 
before Pearl Harbor from serving with 
the fighting forces.

Turkey in Our Line-up 

The third phase of the historic conferences in 
the Middle East found President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill sitting down with the 
President and Prime Minister of Turkey, at Cairo. 
They held conversations whose results called forth 
a superlative in last night’s communique—“the 
closest unity.” 3 

The presence of the Soviet Union’s Ambassador 
to Turkey, and the inclusion of Russia in the 
“identity of interests,” give emphasis to the state- 
ment that the conference was “most useful and 
most fruitful for future relations” of the four 
countries .concerned. . 

Turkey now ig definitely committed to the 
Allied cause, but the Cairo conference does not 
necessarily mean that she is coming into the war 
at once. Rather, Turkey is in somewhat the 
same position that the United States occupied 
during the period when we were assisting the 
Allies by “all measures short of war”—furnishing 
war materials under lend-lease as “the arsenal of 
democracy,” iding in the Atlantic war against 
the U-boats, strengthening our Army, Navy and 
Air Force, and taking other precautionary and 
preliminary steps. 

There is one important exception to this anal- 
ogy, however: Turkey occupies a superb stra- 
tegic position which will be of highest advantage 
to the Allies when the moment comes for making 


use of it and carrying the war directly to Hitler's . 


empire of conquest by way of its back door. 

Turkey has been party to a military alliance 
with Britain since 1939. At the same time, she 
has been subject to pressure and blandishments 
from the Nazis to join the Axis in the war. 

In 1940-41, when the Axis juggernaut was roll- 
ing over the Balkans and all Europe, there was 
a great rush of smaller nations to join the ap- 
parently winning cause, Turkey's statesmen were 
canny and far-sighted, When the full story of 
their suave resistance to Germany is written, it 
will disclose a remarkable record. The Turks did 
not appease the Axis, They simply refused to be 
pinned down to a commitment, yet kept Von 
Papen thinking they might give in, so that Hitler 
never gave the order for military invasion. 

The British respected the Turks’ wish to choose 
their own time for throwing off neutrality. 
After Churchill’s conferences in January with 
Turkish leaders, on his way back from the Casa- 
blanca conference, he told the House of Com- 
mons: “It is no part of our policy to get Turkey 
into trouble. On the contrary, disaster to Turkey 
would be disaster to Britain and all the United 
Nations,” : 

The Turks’ shrewd policy barred the Nazi jug- 
gernaut’s way to the Middle East, and gave them 
time to prepare. It insured the Turkish people 
against another epitaph of “Too little and too 
late.” It carried out the doctrine of Kemal 
Ataturk, founder of modern Turkey, who said 
to a correspondent some years ago: “I could 
defend Turkey with the Turkish Army, the Brit- 
ish Navy and the Russian Air Force.” 

NoW the Turks have a stronger Army than in 
Ataturk’s day; they have the help of the British 
Navy, of the Russian Air Force and also the vast 
resources of American war production and fight- 
ing power. 

‘When the time comes, after recovery of the 
Aegean islands, for an Allied fleet to steam into 
the Dardanelles with troops to drive a land at- 
tack through the Balkans to ‘the heart of Nasi 


power, the Turks can be sure of adequate help 


from their friends to save them from Nazi in- 
vasion. . 

The Allfes, when that day comes, will have a 
key beachhead without the necessity of fighting 
for it. The way will be open to send help to 
embattled Russia by way of the Black Sea. Tur- 
kish air bases will be available for smashing at- 
tacks on Hitler’s Rumanian oil fields, and on all 
his Southeastern industrial centers that have heid 
comparative immunity so far. 

The Turk learned a hard lesson in World War 
I, when he chose the losing side and lost his 
empire. He was realistic this time, so realistic 
that even Von Papen’s offer to restore that em- 
pire failed to move him. Now that the Allies 
have proved their power, and will soon be ready 
for his active assistance, the Turk makes his 
decision. 

Turkey will be a valuable and welcome ally 
to the United Nations’ cause, 
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Jobs for the Handicapped 


One of the most heartening things about Amer- 
ica’s quest for additional labor to help fill the 
war-production quotas is the increasing number 
of handicapped persons who are receiving an op- 
portunity to make themselves useful. The total 
of such persons placed by the United States Em- 
ployment Service in the first nine months of 
1943 was 139.862, a figure 129.5 per cent greater 
than the number for the same period in 1942, 

In labor shortage areas, the increase has been 
particularly striking, with a tenfold increase in 
some industrial states, 

In many instances, these new jobs for blind, 
deaf and crippled persons mean that talents long 
disused are being given a chance again, for more 
than half of those employed are going into work 


that calls for a high degree of skill and experi- 
ence. Not only are neglected resources of the 
nation being put to good use, but the handicapped 
at last are attaining the satisfaction of produc- 
tive employment when it helps their country 
most, 
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Scrap the Constitution? 

At a meeting of chairmen of Constitutional 

Convention committees, called by President R. EB. 
Blake, the question of drastic simplification of 
Missouri's Constitution was discussed. Some 
members of the convention evidently believe that 
the Constitution should be scrapped almost in its 
entirety and should be replaced by a short, sim- 
ple “model” Constitution. 
. From an academic or textbook standpoint, there 
is something to be said for a Constitution con- 
sisting entirely of general principles, along the 
lines of the United States Constitution. From 
a practical standpoint, we think it would be a 
great mistake to rewrite Missouri’s Constitution 
along these lines. 

Former Senator McReynolds warned the chair- 
men Monday evening against such a course. He 
pointed out that the specific language in almost 
every section of the present Constitution has been 
construed by the Supreme Court. He suggested 
that changes made only for the purpose of simpli- 
fying the language and shortening the Constitu- 


tion might lead to almost endless court litiga- | 


tion in obtaining court construction of the new 
language. 

In this connection, while the Federal Consti- 
tution is brief and simple, for a clear under- 
standing of it one must go to the decisions of 
the,Supreme Court which construe it.. Thousands 
of such opinions have been written. For in- 
stance, the Constitution gives Congress the right 
to regulate interstate commerce, but in order 
to find out what this actually means, it is essen- 
tial to study the judicial interpretation of it. In 
actuality, the Federal Constitution, along with the 
court decisions, is a very elaborate document, 


To scrap the Missouri Constitution in its entire- 


ty would mean the sacrifice of various reforms, 
placed in the Constitution by the vote of the peo- 
ple, such as the non-partisan court plan and the 
conservation amendment. It would mean to up- 
set a relationship evolved in the last 68 years on 
questions of practical government, It would re- 
turn to the Legislature great powers which have 


been taken away from it because the Legislature 


failed to exercise them properly. 

For years this newspaper has advocated revi- 
sion of the Constitution in the light of chang- 
ing conditions and changing demands. Revision 
is one thing; complete rewriting of the Constitu- 
tion is quite another. We think the warning: of 


Senator McReynolds, one of the most respected 


authorities on the Government of Missouri, should 
be heeded.

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What Advertising Men Think 


The War Advertising Council is a Government 
advisory group made up of representatives of the 
major advertisers, of the various advertising 
media and of advertising agencies. Its duty is 
to work with Federal agencies and help them get 
the best possible results in their campaigns. 

The council therefore represents both the ideas 
of the advertising business and of the Govern- 
ment. Its opinion on the Bankhead and Cannon 
bills, providing for Federal subsidies to news- 
papers for bond advertising, thus is decidedly 
worth having. Here it is: 

No matter what the motives of their pro- 
ponents, either of these billg will be vicious 
and dangerous in its effects. It will not promote 
the war objectives declared to be its purpose, 
but will hinder them. It will not produce a 
sound Government advertising program, but 
a wasteful one. It will not forward the per- 
manent interests of the small-town press, but 
will hurt them. 

After this devastating criticism of. the plan by 
front-rank advertising experts, what is there left 
to say in its favor? 

Aside from the other arguments against the 
subsidy plan, the fact that it threatens the cher- 
ished independence of the American press is 
enough in itself to make the case for the plan's 
defeat.

Fear of radicalism in American future is groundless, business man 
says, but material sacrifice must be made and prejudices must 
be discarded; private enterprise and government must join, he 
adds, in a world designed “to elevate the condition of men.” 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Justice Brandeis made the statement, 
“Truth is less than truth unless it is ex- 
pounded in language people can under- 
stand.” This observation is particularly ap- 
plicable to much that is written and stated 
publicly today concerning the many and 
marked economic and social changes which 
are being experienced throughout the world, 


While some technical discussion is help- 
ful and necessary, it can be carried to ex- 
cess, with the result that the citizen is 
confused, and, instead of looking forward 
into the future with a feeling of security, 
he hesitates to plan ahead. Such psychology 
destroys incentive and stimulates extrava- 
gance instead of encouraging thrift, With- 
out incentive and thrift, no sound basis for 
future prosperity is possible, 


Why Americans should fear that this 
great nation may pursue some path of 
radicalism, realizing, as they must, that the 
standard of living in America has for al- 
most a century been the highest in the 
world, is hard to understand, except as it 
indicates a tack of clear understanding of 
what is going on. 


A Struggle Toward Justice 


This generation of Americans must face 
the future with the realization that, as a 
result of the present world crisis, a better 
world can be won only by some material 
sacrifice. Certainly it will be necessary to 
throw away some old prejudices and dis- 
likes, both social and economic, We must 
still struggle, as Lincoln expressed it, “to 
develop in the world that form and sub- 
stance of government whose leading object 
is to elevate the condition of men, to lift 
artificial weight from their shoulders; to 
clear the path of laudable pursuits for all; 
to afford all an unfettered start and a fair 
chance in the race of life.” 

When the present conflict has ended, if 
we here in America maintain and increase 
the confidence of the peoples of the shat- 
tered and backward nations throughout the 
world, the leadership of America will be 
dominant and the principles of our democ- 
racy will, without question, permeate the 
earth. This is what Wendell Willkie means 
when he refers to the “reservoir of. good 
will” which we enjoy today, which must 
remain clean and not be tainted in postwar 
plans through materialistic or power poli- 
tics, 


Big Job of Rebuilding 


After a world conflict wherein wealth is 
destroyed, whole peoples are uprooted from 
their firesides, families are separated, moun- 
tainous debts are placed on the backs of 
groaning nations, a chaos results which 
cannot be dissipated overnight. Economic, 
social and spiritual wounds must be cleansed 
and then healed. 

Inflation must be prevented. An interna- 
tional monetary system must be developed 
through which sound national credits may 
be developed, permitting the building of 
trade among nations. Practical plans of 
national and world reconstruction must be 


formulated to bolster employment, in the 


transitory period, both for the benefit of 
the men and women who have fought the 
battle of the home front, and, in particular, 
for those millions of our youth in the armed 
forces, to whom our first debt must be paid 
and our eternal obligation fulfilled, 


A helping hand must be extended to small 
nations to create stable, representative gov- 


ernment, through which the will of the peo- 
ple may be coherently expressed, so that 
never again can tyrants capitalize upon dis- 
content. Some means of reasonable limita- 
tion of armament must be found, so that 
the productive abilities of the peoples of the 
world may be utilized for the creation of 
wealth rather than for the creation of in- 
struments for destruction. International 
machinery whereby this may be achieved 
must be perfected, wherein the voice of 
every nation may be heard, 


How to Gain Our Ends? 


Economic security from unemployment, 
fliness and old age must be guaranteed to 
all without destroying incentive, the stimu- 
lus through which industry creates wealth 
and makes social progress possible. Slum 
clearance must go forward and modern 
housing must be encouraged, so that all 
families, without respect to their means, 
may live decently, The means to conserve 
the national resources for future genera- 
tions and minimize wasteful exploitation 
must also receive first consideration. Final- 
ly, education must be encouraged through- 
out the world, so that the individual may 
learn to think for himself—the best insur- 
ance that he will not permit himself to be 
led by Machiavellian statesmen. 


These objectives are continuously dis- 
cussed, but the methods through which they 
may be accomplished are not yet formulated 
and few if any of us know the answer. The 
solution can be found only through study 
by those best fitted, men with trained minds 
and practical experience. 


Economists, students of political science, 
business men, industrialists, financiers and, 
above all, statesmen, must be welded into 
an organization, so that their crystallized 
thinking, through co-ordinated action, may 
be integrated and coherent. This can be 
done only through the agency of govern- 
ment which, in America and Britain, for- 
tunately represents the will of the people, 


The Future Is Being Wrought 


The prime responsibility of Americans to- 
day is to see to it that an able, farsighted, 
conscientious leadership in public life and 
in private enterprise is created, This lead- 
ership is being developed now, Its charac- 
ter ia entirely dependent upon the interest 
which the American takes in his Govern- 
ment, 

The importance of leadership is not lim- 
ited to government. It is a prerequisite 
of private enterprise as well. Government 
must co-operate with private enterprise, 
and private enterprise must co-operate with 
government, 

The. primary purpose of everyone today 
is to win the war. Nothing must be done 
which in the slightest way may impede a 
victorious conclusion, We must also, how- 
ever, win the peace if the fight is not to 
be in vain. The anvil on which the post- 
war world for a generation or more will 
be forged is in the making today. It is to 
be hoped that Americans will see to it that 
the anvil is strong.

Story of An Eventful Life 
Told in a Tedious Manner 


“A Surgeon’s World,’ by Max Thorek. (J. B. Lip- 
pincott Co., Philadelphia.) 


As plastic surgeon, as physician and 
friend of many of the most brilliant per- 
sonalities of stage and circus, as a Hun- 
garian immigrant who rose to the heights 
of his profession despite almost fantastic 
obstacles, as one of the most distinguished 
of amateur photographers, Dr. Thorek has 
lived 63 years of a life so rich in the ma- 
terial of autobiography that he could hardly 
have made his account of it uninteresting 
if he had tried. 

Unfortunately, he might almost as well 
have tried. Any reader but one determined 
to meet him well more than half-way will 
be repelled by the tone of self-righteous 
egotism that runs all through the book. A 
list of his decorations at the hands of for- 
eign countries is hauled in, for example, 
completely by the heels. Dr. Thorek writes, 
moreover, in an utterly unrelleved mono- 
tone, and neglects to omit material that is 
of no earthly consequence except as all his 
— ——— experiences are of consequence to 

m, 

It is a good Indication of the intrinsie 
value of what he has to tell that the narra- 
tive is rather good reading in spite of all 
that a considerable talent for literary in- 
eptitude does to make it otherwise. 


From poverty in Budapest to fame and 
wealth as chief surgeon of the American 
Hospital in Chicago the story runs. Without 
money or influential friends in a strange 
land, the young Hungarian had to learn to 
play the snare drum in order to qualify 
for the scholarship that enabled him to 
attend Rush Medical College; had to spell 
out, back-breaking word by word, the mys- 
teries of English that veiled the medical 
knowledge he was determined to make his 
own. It is, as these facts suggest, a very 
worthwhile spirit that shines through de- 
spite all the author’s shortcomings as a 
craftsman in words. 

Much of the book consists of anecdotes, 
in which the experiences of medical men 
are always particularly rich. While Dr. 
Thorek’s are right enough, it is too bad 
that he felt compelled to adopt some of the 
more tedious journalistic-cliche methods of 
selection instead of pleasantly following his 
nose, Separate chapters are devoted to 
humorous experiences, to narrow escapes, 
to famous patients—on the whole a dull 
way of going about it, and one that cabins 
and confines ebullience. Moreover, Dr. 
Thorek makes parlously little of stunning 
opportunities, as when’ he mentions Houdini 
and Ashton Stevens but finds nothing in 
particular to say about them except that 
they were his patients. 

Max Thorek’s report of a first-rate life 
is a mediocre autobiography.

HOUGH I have been arguing in these columns that the power to 
employ food subsidies should for the present be retained, I believe 
that the burden of proof is always on those who favor the use 
Normally and in general they are undesirable in that 


To justify 


any subsidy, the proponent must always show a clear, overriding 
public reason for departing from the basic principle of our economy, 
which is that goods should be bought and sold at the prices which 
are set in a free and honest market. 


There are obvious examples, 
which every one would recognize, 
where subsides are acceptable be- 
cause the public reason is so over- 
riding. The national defense is 
wholly subsidized. To a very large 
degree public education is subsi- 
dized. To a very considerable ex- 
tent the promotion of public health 
is subsidized. So are parks, play- 
grounds and many kinds of public 
recreation. So are churches, scien- 
tific research facilities, public li- 
braries, art galleries and symphony 
orchestras subsidized, whether di- 
rect out of the public treasury or 
indirectly by private contributions, 
which are exempted from taxation. 
The reason for subsidizing such 
activities is that, though they are 
necessary or highly desirable, they 
could not be maintained by ordi- 
nary commercial transactions. 

The case is not so clear once we 
come to enterprises which are 
ordinarily run for profit. Is it, for 
example, justifiable to use subsi- 
dies to protect and maintain do- 
mestic agriculture, to assist the 
merchant marine and civilian air 
transport? Some would say no: 
let the law of supply and demand 
operate without interference. 
Others of us would say yes: the 
preservation of American agricul- 
ture and of the rural community 
life which goes with it is an over- 
riding national interest, not only 
to insure the nation’s food supply 
in time of war, but also perma- 
nently to prevent our people from 
becoming wholly urban and indus- 
trialized. We would say also that 
living upon our continental island 
we must, even if it requires subsi- 
dies, possess means of sea and 
air transportation to other contl- 
nents adequate to insure economic 
independence.

Are Food Subsidies Needed? 

HE use of subsidies to sta- 

bilize food prices in wartime 
must be justified, if at all, on 
such broad ground of public inter- 
est. It may be, of course, that a 
particular subsidy is wrongly de- 
signed, is unnecessary, or is badly 
administered. If so, it should be 
re-examined. But the large ques- 
tion is whether subsidies are 
mecessary in order to stabilize 
prices in wartime, and whether 
the stabilization of wartime pric- 
es is so desirable that the expen- 
diture is justified, 

That subsidies are necessary 
and that they can be effective 
has, I believe, been abundantly 
demonstrated by the experience of 
Great Britain, Canada, the United 
States and indeed of every coun- 
try which has stabilized prices. Of 
the 14 products which are recog- 
nized in the British food index, 11 
products representing 90 per cent 
in weight, are subsidized. Prices in 
the United Kingdom have _ re— 
mained remarkably stable; no one, 
[I think, would argue that this 
could have been done if Parlia- 
ment had outlawed food subsidies. 
Our own experience in the past 
few months since subsidies have 
been used is by no means unim- 
pressive, The fact of the matter is 
that we have had a substantial 
success, 
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The question then is whether 
stabilizing the cost of essential 
foods is worth the money and the 
bother of subsidies and of the 
whole machinery, inevitably com- 


plicated and no doubt too com- 
plicated, of price control, If, as is 
the case, the alternative is to set 
in motion a spiral of general wage 


any one doubt that the. subsidies 
and the bother of price control 
are the lesser of the two evils? 

Surely it is worth a lot of money 
and a lot of bother to the nation 
not to have to take our minds off 
the war in order to deal with 
countless wage disputes, to deal 
with the grievances of Government 
employes, pensioners, smal] busi- 
ness men, who would be caught 
in the spiral of rising prices, to 
face, as we should have to, a con- 
tinual recalculation of costs on 
war contracts and of estimated 
Government expenditures. Let no 
one forget that the Government 
itself is planning to spend about 
two-thirds of the national income 
and that wages are roughly one- 
half the national income. To un- 
stabilize the wage structure gen- 
erally would unsettle profoundly 
the whole calculation on which 
the war effort is based. It is al- 
ready hard enough to have to deal 
with the unsettlement due to spe- 
cial pressures here and there. 

+ * 


Abnormal Situation. 

HERE are many, I realize, who 

are troubled by the idea that 
money spent on subsidies can help 
to contro] the effects of the infla- 
tion which results from enormous 
government expenditures. They 
are forgetting that we are In the 
abnormal situation where the Goy- 
ernment itself is a principal con- 
sumer. 

If we were not in this abnormal 
situation, then obviously a Gov- 
ernment subsidy to hold prices 
would be inflationary in that it in- 
creased the popular purchasing 
power by the amount of the sub- 
sidy. The critics would then be 
quite right. But in our present 
situation the Government itself is 
not only a great consumer, but it 
has an unlimited supply of pur- 
chasing .power. Therefore, the 
more the Government has to pay 
for what it buys, the more infla- 
tionary money it will issue to get 
what it needs; the less it has to 
pay, because prices are kept down, 
the less inflationary money it has 
to put into circulation, , 

For this special reason and in 
these special circumstances, sub- 
sidies which prevent a general rise 
of prices are, if correctly admin- 
istered, contra-inflationary. The 
cost of the subsidies is more than 
washed out by the much greater 
saving which comes from the Gov- 
ernment’s not having to pay higher 
prices for goods and for labor. 

We all ask ourselves, naturally, 
whether these so-called consumer 
subsidies, once established, can 
ever be discontinued. My view is 
that of all types of subsidy, they 
would be the easiest to discontinue 
when the war is over. The reason 
is that when civilian production is 
fully under way again, the volume 
of it will be so great that we shall 
have a buyer’s and not, as we have 
today, a seller’s market. In a buy- 
er’s market we shall have no pres- 
sure to protect the consumer be- 
cause prices will be falling. The 
pressure will come from the other 
direction, from the producers, 

This is a bridge we can cross 
when we come to it.

DPA ALLOWS 10 PCT. RISE 
IN NEW YEAR’S EVE PRICES 


New Year’s Eve celebrations in 
hotels and restaurants at the be- 
ginning of 1944 will cost St. Louis- 
ans approximately 10 per cent 
more than last New Year's revelry, 
in accordance with an amendment 
to the Restaurant Maximum Price 
Regulation issued today by the St. 
Louis office of the Office of Price 
Administration. 

The amendment was authorized 
by a directive from OPA headquar- 
ters in Washington, said William 
K. Burlen, district price executive 
for OPA. It becomes effective im- 
mediately and will apply to hotels 
and restaurants in 65 counties in 
Eastern Missouri, and in the City 
of St. Louis. 

Using prices charged last New 
Year's Eve as a basis, hotels and 
restaurants may charge a maxi- 
mum of 10 per cent more, Burlen 
said, but they must file with OPA 
before next Wednesday~-a list of 
proposed prices for approval. The 
increase is to take care of addi- 
tional entertainment costs and 
higher food prices and _ service 
charges.

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ELECTRONIC NEEDLE 
PERFECTED TO TEST 
GERMS AND VIRUSES 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8 (AP).—An 
electronic needle, made of a stream 
of electrons, which scratches ma- 
terials to digclose their chemical 
structures, was announced yester- 
day by the Radio Corporation of 
America. 

The needle has far-reaching pos- 
sibilities in war science and in 
medicine. It analyzes in a few 
minutes the structures of objects 
so minute that other methods have 
sometimes required months, or 
failed entirely. 

The electron scratch will tell the 
chemical differences between the 
head and the tail of a germ, or 
the differences in the far smaller, 
bullet-like structures of the disease 
agents called viruses. 


The electron beam, its point 
finer than that of the sharpest 
steel needle, is focussed on the 
part to be analyzed. This beam is 
of 50,000 volts. Every time the 
electronic point strikes an atom, 
some of this voltage is lost. 


The number of volts lost varies 
according to the atom hit. Carbon 
for example causes a loss of 298 
volts. Nitrogen causes a loss of 
400 volts. Each chemical element 
causes a different loss, and the 
differences are so large that they 
give certain identification. These 
voltage losses are read on a pho- 
tographic plate.

Violinist Gives Brilliant Per- 
formance—Well Received 
by Audience.

Nathan Milstein’s violin recital in 
the Kiel Auditorium last night was 
once again a demonstration of 
what seems to be an instinctive 
use of his instrument combined 
with all the evidences of the most 
intensive cultivation. This ability 
to use the violin as if it were as 
much .a part of himself as his 
hands gives his playing an extra- 
ordinary appeal. Both his natural 
warmth and his precisive control 
are virtually unfailing and they 
are always in balance. 


In his recital] last night Millstein 
was in form though perhaps not as 
searching as on previous occasions. 
He aiso had a number of lapses 
from his usual superior quality of 
tone. Nevertheless it was playing 
of a superlative order, good to hear 
and frequently wondrous to behold. 

The program was ahchored to 
the Bach Sonata in E Major for 
unaccompanied violin and the 
Brahms Sonata in D Minor for vio- 
lin and piano. The Brahms was 
beautifully balanced, Valentine 
Pavlovsky, the pianist, being an 
eminently suitable musical com- 
panion for Milstein. The slow 
movement was especially touching 
for here in particular the violin 
was played with the most delicate 
restraint but without any seeming 
effort at keeping within a frame- 
work. 

Aside from the two numbers 
mentioned Mr. Milstein played an 
impressive Chaconne by Vitali, two 
Paqanini capriceg and the usual 
number of small pieces plus en- 
cores by Ravel, Wieniawski and 
Sarasate (Carmen arrangement). 
The Paganini No. 24, which is to 
the violinist what a triple blind- 
folded somersault is to a trapeze 
artist, was as fascinating as ever. 
But only the violin players seem to 
regard it as music. The auditorium 
was filled to overflowing, and the 
audience, though rather cool] in the 
first parts of the program, heated 
up perceptibly as the tvening wore 
on.

1., 
naturally, approve it, inasmuch as 
it adopts the transition period 
and other principles which I have 
advocated for the past 18 months.” 

Landon, in a talk to Senators in 


Washington Saturday, had said he 
was apprehensive that the pact 
had settled more than military ar- 
rangements and added he could 
“find no evidence that the Rus- 
sians have yielded one inch in re- 
gard to their well-known territorial 
aspirations or political ambitions 
in Europe.” The one-time presi- 
dential candidate also called the 
Moscow conference “hazy,” excep} 
for the Russian statements. 
Foreign Relations Plank. 
Hoover said Landon did not op- 
pose the suggestion of an identical 
foreign relationg plank for both 
parties—derided by Landon in his 
talk to the Senators—and asserted 
that Landon would, “when the time 
comes, six months hence, favor 
full consideration to specific pro- 
posals from the administration in 
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that direction.” 

“The Governor is deeply inter- 
ested in securing a lasting peace 
but has rightly objected to ad- 
vance pledges of Republicans fo 
commitments on peace settlements 
until those proposals are made 
known,” Hoover's statement said. 
“T should expect every sensible 
citizen, irrespective of party, to 
hold that attitude.” 

After the conference with Hoo- 
ver, Landon told reporters they 
had not discussed possible Repub- 
lican presidential candidates or 
talked politics, 


Hamilton, After 17-State Tour, Says 

People Demand Change. 
John D. M. Hamilton, former Re- 
publican National Chairman, con- 
cluded a 17-state tour yesterday 
and said in an interview “the peo- 
ple of America not only are ready 
for a change in national adminis- 
tration,” but are “clamoring for 
one.” 

“To date I have sampled senti- 
ment from New England to the 
Pacific coast states,” he said. “I 
find the Republican upsurge one 
that is remarkably well distributed. 
It fairly blankets the nation.” 

Hamilton said he thought Wen- 
dell L. Willkie’s strength was 
“fictional due to concentrated pub- 
licity,” rather than of real polit- 
ical strength. He reported, how- 
ever, he had found “a few Repub- 
lican organizers who were enthusi- 
astic about Mr. Willkie.” 

“I've heard Mr. Dewey's (Gov. 
Thomas Dewey of New York) 
name mentioned everywhere,” 
Hamilton said. “Gov. Warren's 
(of California) In the West, Gov. 
Bricker (of Ohio) has his support- 
ers. And there is a lot of Mac- 
Arthur sentiment, but none of it 
crystallized except in a few specific 
spots,” 

“If Mr. Willkie is nominated,” 
Hamilton concluded, “I'll support 
him wholeheartedly. I would never 
support a Democrat.”

LONDON, Dec. 8 (AP). — Six 
large new airdromes for. the

Report to Lawyers’ Associa- 
tion Against Proposed Con- 
stitutional Plan. 


Opposition to a proposal to abol- 
ish the present commissioners in 
appellate courts, and to substitute 
a provision for calling up Circuit 
Judges to sit with appellate courts 
and do the work formerly done by 
the commissioners, was expressed 
today in a report prepared for the 
executive committee of the Law- 
yers’ Association of St. Louis. 

The report, directed against 
Proposition No. 4 before the Con- 
stitutional Convention, was pre- 
pared for the committee by Barak 
T. Mattingly, Republiican Nation- 
al Committeeman. 

The proposal would be a long 
step toward making it possible to 
pack the court where it suited the 
selecting power to obtain a certain 
desired result, the report stated. 
“It is unavoidable that a judge’s 
personal concept of the law may 
influence his decision in a particu- 
lar type of case,” it said. “That is 
something which a lawyer may 
properly take into account when 
preparing for trial, but to provide, 
as a permanent feature of our 
court structure, that the personnel 
be changed from week to week, or 
from case to case, would work to 
the disadvantage of both the bench 
and the bar.”

RUMANIANS WELCOMED 
U.S.PLANES, FLYERSAYS 


Tail Gunner Tells How Farm 
People Waved as Bombers 
Struck at Nazis. 


Staff Sgt. Syivester Earl Hau- 
brich, who is on leave after mak- 
ing 50 bombing Missions over 
North Africa and Southern Europe, 
said today that the farm people of 
Rumania appeared to be giad to 
see the American bombers winging 
over their homes to bomb the 
Ploesti oil refineries last summer. 

“They heard us coming, and ran 
out on their back porches to look,” 
Haubrich related. “Our planes 
were plainly marked with United 
States insignia, and the people 
waved madly at us.” 

Haubrich, who was tail gunner 
in a Liberator bomber, is visiting 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Sylvester 
Haubrich, 2125 Fairhaven drive, 
Jennings. He said the bombs from 
American planes apparently creat- 
ed great destruction in the oil 
fields, which were left in flames. 

The St. Louisan is credited with 
shooting down one German fight- 
er plane, and he thinks it likely 
that he shot down others. “It’s 
hard to tell just which gunner gets 
a plane when several fellows are 
firing at it,” he explained. 

Haubrich, 20 years old, enlisted 
in the Army Air Forces Aug. 19, 
1942. He will be stationed in Flor- 
ida soon,

ASE B-205: Barbara B., aged 7, is an attractive girl, very 
C brilliant in her schoo! subjects. “But she grinds her teeth 

at night until she wakens others who may occupy the twin 
bed in her room,” Barbara's mother informed me. “She did this 
with her baby teeth till she actually ground them down, I am 
wondering if she may not wear off the enamel on her perma- 
nent teeth. She seems to be perfectly well adjusted and in good 
health. Our physician examined her recently and could find 
nothing wrong. At my insistence, however, he gave her some 
worm medicine, for I remember in the old days they “used to 
believe this grinding of teeth indicated worms, Nothing we have 
done, however, has stopped her grinding of the teeth, Our den- 
tist heard your address before the state dental convention, and 
has referred me to you. What do you think about Barbara, and 
what should we do?” 


ae Ae: 


IT IS VERY COMMON for children to grind their teeth like 
this. AH five of our youngsters have done so, but Judy in par- 
ticular still does it. She will also waken adults who may be 
sleeping in the room, so you can realize the noise is audible 
for several feet. I am inclined to think this grinding of the teeth 
is usually a normal reaction and is based on the metabolic 
needs of the gum or dental tissues. When children bite down, 
they massage their gums and stimulate greater blood flow to 
those regions. This, in turn, brings up more food or oxygen 
and helps carry away the fatigue products.

SINCE THIS widespread grinding of their teeth at night 
seems quite typical of children, and since their permanent teeth 
are slowly pushing up to dislodge their milk teeth, this explana- 
tion seems logical. Some adults will do the same thing, however, 
showing that this metabolic need may exist at all ages, though 
it seems accentuated in childhood, If a child grinds its teeth 
and bites its tongue repeatedly so that you find blood on the 
pillow, then you should observe the child carefully with epilepsy 
in mind. Epilepsy usually makes its onset at night. The child 
doesn’t even know it has an attack. But next morning it may 
complain of a sore tongue or have blood spots on the pillow or 
sheet. Blood spots may be present, however, under the normal 
grinding of the teeth, so you must not be unduly alarmed. But 
at least be forewarned and observe your child critically,

SINCE EXCESS energy in a child may be reflected in bit- 
ing of its fingernails, this act of biting seems a common mech- 
anism by which youngsters get rid of extra energy. It is con- 
ceivable that any discharge of nervous energy, as from the 
gnawing of an empty stomach, or bombardment of the brain 
with impulses from an overly distended urinary bladder, may 
generate energy that is then dissipated in part by the act of 
biting or grinding the teeth. I should suggest, however, that 
such children be given chewing gum after the evening meal 
to help encourage extra massage of the gums before bedtime. 
Let them romp outdoors, too, and thus drain off their surplus 
energy so they will be more relaxed during slumber.

Flying and 
Its Medical 


Problems

HE following quotation from a 
book “Psychology in Aviation,” 

by Dr. Chalmers L. Gemmill 
(published by C C, Thomas, 
Springfield, Ill), will give you 
som idea of some of the thirgs. 
the aviation doctor is up against. 
“Expansion of Intestinal Gas,— 
In an ascent to 38,389 feet, one vol- 
ume of gas originally in the in- 
testinal tract at sea level now oc- 
cupies five volumes. This expan-~- 


ion of gas causes distention and 


abdominal discomfort in the avia- 
tor ascending to such altitudes 
and may cause respiratory and 
circulatory distress if the expan- 
sion of the gas forces the dia- 
phragm to. push up on the heart 
and lungs.” 

Aviation medicine, per se, is a 
brand-new science, and while many 
of its most pressing problems have 
been solved, there are still plenty 
that are proving hard nuts to 
crack. Man is a terrestrial animal. 
You can tel] that by his design— 
his anatomy. And not only that, 
he originated at sea level and that 
is where he is still most at home. 
To send him 10, 20 or 30 thousand 
feet in the air is to discombobu- 
late his physiology entirely. 

x * * 


ONE OF THE AVIATION prob- 
lems not yet solved is that of the 
“bends.” When air pressure is 
changed comparatively rapidly, 
bubbles of nitrogen are forced out 
of the blood vessels into the 
muscles causing cramps. The deep 
sea diver, who has worked an hour 
or more under pressure, is brought 
to the surface gradually in a closed 
chamber in which the aif pressure 
is slowly brought back to surface 
conditions. 

The aviator cannot be put in an 
air tight chamber. The nearest 
solution to the problem, I am told 
by Dr. John F. Fulton, of Yale 
University, who is directing the 
researches, is that there is a meth- 
od by which the men who are not 
likely to get the bends can be se- 
lected from:a group. 


But the aviation medicos are not 
the only men in the military medi- 
cal and surgical fields who are 
having problems. This war is like 
no other war in the destructiveness 
of the weapons, and the shattering 
effect on men’s nervous systems.

HEN war came and the draft 
W dragnet raked the Arkansas 
hills it°caught in its meshes 

a boy named Jimmie. He was a 
farmer who had never been out of 
the hills. He had married a chit 
of a girl named Velma. His 
father had given them a cabin and 
« patch of land and they had plant- 
ed a little cotton crop. hen 
Jimmie was called they locked the 
cabin door and Velma went back 
to her folks, But she didn’t aim 
to stay. She knew that Jimmie 
would be sent to a training camp 
somewhere, “Just let me know 
where they put you,” she said, 
“and I’ll come, so’s to be near you.” 
Jimmie was sent to Camp Crow- 
der, near here, where recruits are 
trained for the signal corps.

éé EAR MR. CULBERTSON: 
In the following deal my 
partner and I had a rather 
violent argument over who “bid his 
head off”—he or I. We have agreed 
to submit this question to you 
with the request that you inform 
us whether our four spade con- 
tract should have been fulfilled. 
South, dealer. 
North-South —— 


won and returned the club deuce. 
I won, crossed to the heart ace 
and led a trump. East played low 
and I won with the jack. I cashed 
all my hearts and diamonds, then 
led a low trump. West won with 
the ten and returned the thir- 
teenth heart. West discarded the 
diamond jack and I had to trump 
and then give East the last two 
tricks with his ace and queen of 
spades, 


“My partner claimed that I 
should have left him in three no 
trump.” 

South, having strongly urged « 
game contract in spades by jump- 
ing in that suit on the second 
round, certainly should not have 
persisted to four spades over 
North’s three no trump. 

However, South also should 
have fulfilled his four spade con- 
tract. After the spade jack held 
the fourth trick, the ace and 
queen of spades were clearly lo- 
cated in East’s hand. If he also 
still held the ten, nothing could 
be done about it. There was a 
good chance, however, that the 
ten was now blank in West's hand 
(as it actually was), and it could 
not cost declarer anything to lay 
down the king instead of a lower 
trump. That simple percentage 
play would have held East to two 
trump tricks and the club ace.
